2. The textile factory Akhubablev No. 9, which produces ready~made clothing, 
ia located on the main street of the city. It employs about 150-200 worke 
men who use Singer sewing machines. The clothing, manufactured from cotton 
and wool cloth, 1s sold in the city market. The cloth is brought to the 
factory fron other cities by rail, and the factory is engaged in tailoring 
onlys 


3. The entire road from Kokand to Tashkent is unpaved oxcept for a atretch 
of two kilometors after it léaves Koland and 4-5 kilomcters before 1% 
reaches Tashkent. The first stretch of two kilometers is surfaced with 
gravel, and the second stretoh of 45 kilometers is paved with asphalt. 
The read is wide enough everywhere for twoelene traffic, and in many 
places is ecvon wider, as it passes through uncultivated stretches. 

Tho surface of the road in nany places is in poor condition, and on rainy 
Gays during the winter it 1s barely passable. The earth is clayey, and 
the road is ordinarily vsed only during the dry season or when it is frozen 
during the winter. ‘Tho road parallels the railroad track exeept through 
the steppe. There are small villares here and there along the road. It 
takes 36 hours to drive in an automobilo from Kokend to Tashkente 
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The road from Kokand to Fercana is wide enouch for twoelane traffic. 

From Kokand for a distanco of 15 kilometars tho road is surfaced with 
gravel. The rest of the road is unpaved. ‘There sro a number of small 
wooden bridges on this road where it crosses small streams. The road 

is well maintained bocguse the co.munitlios along it are compelled to work 
on ite It oan be uped even curing the wot winter months. 


The total length of the road from Kokend to Nanangan (to the nortinvest) 
is 100-110 kilonsters. This road oan be divided into two sections; 


&@. From Kokand to the Pap Bridrpo. This is 60 kilometers. ‘This road 
Pollous the Tine ot ae Ole sat road track whose ties have been 
renoved. About 10 kiloncters from Kokand, where the railroad line 
curves, ia tho oroysing for autonobiles.

Ge Pap Bridge. This bridge crosses the river Syr Darya It took

the bridge, on tho right bank of the river. A top and side viow 
of the bridge are show below.

Tho totai length of this bridge is 300-500 neters. It ia wide 
enough only for one-lane traffic. ‘the height of the bridge above 
the surface of the water is 10-12 meters. 


In Kokend there is the headquarters of a state oil enterprise called 
Kalineft Trest TelfeKe The central offices of this company are located 

on sovetskaya Ste iithin the area of. the courtyard of this contral office 
there is a small building housing worlmon omployed in the different parts 
and servicos of TelisK.a Informant does not lmow the total nunber of 
enployess of TolfeKs 


The factory Kalineft T.i1.Ke in Mey 1947 began construction of a new 
division locavea at the eastern edge of Kokand. ‘This new unit consisted 
of offices, warshouses, a garage, and a sachine shop. Informent worked 
on the construction of this division during 1947 and 1948.

No. 1 is the square in front of the Koland railroad station. . 
Noe 2 is the city railroad station. 


Noe 3 is a one-story building which will be used as a machine shop. 
The building 1s about 30 meters long by 8 meters wide by 4

Ho. 4 is a one-story building. Its form and arrangenent are such 
that it 1s probably to be a machine shop. 


Noe 5 is a newly constructed building 30-40 m. long, 10-12 m. wide,

Noo 6 is a new buildin; completed at the beginning of 1947. It ig

Noe 7 is a new building completed in 1947, It will be used as a waro~ 
house. It is 60 m. long by 12 m. wide by 4 me highs 


Noe 8 is a conorete water tower, 35-40 me high. It is not supported 
on colums, but is built right on the ground. CUNO coos 
not know whet its interior desig is nor its capacity. The 
upper part of tho tower for a distances of four meters down 
from tho top is covered with wood sheathing. EM says 20X1X6 
that this water tower is used clilefly to provide water for the 
city railroad station and for tho leoonotives. The water is 
distributed through underground pipos. The tower lies at a 
turn in the road and is surrounded by a wall 2.5 meters highe 
Within the area surrounded by the wall there are, besides the 
water tower, the following buildings: a group of three small 
houses (no. &) used as dwellings by worknens an engine roan 
(no. 99 whore there 18 a punp raising water from an artesian i‘ 
well into the water tover. MES seys that this pump works 
all day, but he does not know the type or its horsepower,

No. 10 is a small building constructed in October 1947. I+ measures

Noe 11 ig a building whose construction was started in April 1948. 
it will be used for offices. It will consist of three rooms. 
It is 3O meters long by 15 moters wide by 4 meters high. By 
August 1948,the foundations had been completed and the construction 
of the walls had boon started. ‘ . 


Noe 12 is a building which will be used as a warehouse. It is about 
20 motera long, 4 meters wido, and 4 meters high. The construc- 
tion is of brick, and the walls are 0.50 m. thick. By August 
1948, this building was nalf completéd and,according to inform 
ant, should be finished by nave 


‘ Noe 13 1s a onsestory building seompleted at the end of 1947. It 
is 20 meters long by 8 moters wide by 4 netors high. It consists 
of one room and has an entrance on the west side and windows in 
the cast side. [RI does not know the purpose of this

. Noe 14 indicates three enormous tanks for oo ee The 


two wostorn tenks hold gasoline, but is not sure 
what the third tank holds. The two gasoline tanks are 
sonewhat larger than the third tank. The gasoline tanks are 
about 20 m. high and about 20 m in dianster. These tanks 
are made of thick rotal plates. They are painted a light 
blue color; in the surmer they are sprinkled with water 
through a system of jets which play on each tank. The third 
tenk is sumsewhat lower, but has the same diametor as the 
25X1X6 other two tenks. It is painted dark blue and has no cooling 
systene MEEEMMdces not mow the origin of the gasoline, 
etc. Which is stored in theses tanks, [Emover observod 25X1X6 
automobiles or other means cf transportation et these tanks.

Those walls are a half briok thick and 
surround each of the tanks on all four sideae The tanks hold 
gesolinos Each of thase tanks has a pipe at the bottom, and 
the cars belongin; to the Trest Kalineft, draw gasoline from 
them. Tho tanks are suarded twenty-four hours a day by a 
civilian guard armed with a rifle. These tanks are supplied 
with gasoline from underground pipes, the outoffs for which 


are somewhere in area noo 21.

No. 16 is a small circular area where vehicles turn around. These 
vwohicles are two-wheeled, horse=draw carts, each capable of 
carrying one barrel. They go somewhere in area noe 21 and 
get petroleum or gasoline and then returne ‘fost of these 
carts carry cascline for the tractors of tho kolikhoz in the 
vicinity of Kokand.

Last August, permission was 
sent from iloscow to cut the mulborry trees and to compensate 
the owners, so that work could begin on the construction of the 
garage (mos 19) and building no. 17.

leads to the area of the flour mill (no. 27). 


No. 23 fs a small building which houses a service of the railroad 
station. This service follows the various shipments and rail- 
road cars arriving in this region. ‘The storage of grain await- 
ing, shipment is checked at this points 

No. 24 ig a large warehouse belonging to the railroad station. 

No. 25 4g a gasoline pump where all the trucks of the Kalineft Trest 
and all the other trucks belonging to the different state 
enterprises of tho whole city of Kokend prooure gasoline. 
Informent says that he did not see any othor similar pump 
anywhere in Kokend. This pump supplies 35-40 Studebaker 
trucks, the property of the Ministry of Transport. Inforne~ 
ant does not mow how thie pump works, but he says that it 
looks like the gasoline pumps in Athens. The gasoline 
station is constructed of concrete, and the gasoline is con- 
veyed through a pipe. Only one car can be filled with 
gasoline at one timo. 


No. 26 indicates three grain elevatora for the city and vicinity. 
The grain is ground in the flour mill (no. 27). 


No. 27 is a flour mill which is powered with electricity. The 
mill was damaged at the end of 1947 by a ‘es which broke
